Also, after 
school and weekend specials for students should be put into force. Schools in the past have generally been very enthusiastic 
about the film and organized student showings. Although this was done a few years ago, “The Ten Commandments” has grown 
in stature and a whole new generation of children is available to attend. 


As an additional aid to obtaining school interest, we have made available a student guide which should be offered to teachers 
for use in connection with a visit to the film.

It is suggested that your guest list include everyone in your community that 
might be influential in spreading the word that “The Ten Commandments” is 
still the greatest motion picture of all time. 


Screening invitations should go out to the following groups of people: 


1. The press (publishers, film and drama editors, executive editors, columnists, feature 
writers, photo editors, music critics, record reviewers, women’s page editors, society editors, 
religious news editors, etc.—press includes dailies, weeklies, trade and union papers, school 
papers, shopping center publications and foreign language press.) 


2. Radio and TV personnel (program directors and producers, disc jockeys, commentators, 
interviewers, newscasters, station personalities, station owners, etc.) 


3. Dot Records personnel (distributors, dealers, and promotion staff.) 
4. Clergy of all faiths. 


5. Groups sales prospects (industrial group personnel, hotel operators, and employees, 
fraternal organizations, veteran groups, service club officers, transportation representatives, 
social groups, youth groups, union and employee representatives, and professional group 
officers. 


6. Education representatives (officials, chairmen of departments, teachers, P.T.A. officers, 
student club representatives, etc.) |

tions. The Chamber of Commerce will supply names and addresses of organizations, which 
is usually kept up to date. The Board of Education can be used for names of schools and 
appropriate representatives. Mailing houses in larger cities may have lists available for rental. 
All persons attending the screening should be given a list of people to contact for further 
information in ticket sales, publicity, sermon material, speakers, etc. 


CONTACT THE CLERGY

The many years of exhaustive research which contribute to the greatness of Cecil

in Henry D. Noerdlinger’s book, ‘‘Moses and Egypt’’ published by the University of 
Southern California Press.

IMPORTANT EXPLOITATION TIPS 


Additional Ways To Command Attention For “Commandments” 


Because “The Ten Commandments” is an extra special motion picture, extra steps should 
be taken to promote it so that every part of your town is made aware of the fact that you 
are playing this great film. Small and seemingly unimportant activities will, if conscien- 
tiously pursued, contribute to an impressive over-all campaign for extra ticket sales.

1. An ad in local club periodicals and religious announcement 
pamphlets would be an inexpensive way to get returns.

3. — Asaservice to their patrons, hotels might permit the placing 
of announcements at desks or in mail boxes. 


4. If there are any buildings in your town that have unbroken 
back or sides facing the street, try to get permission to whitewash 
the title of the picture on them, together with your theatre name, 
in letters large enough to attract attention. You might also be able 
to train some sort of light on these building signs for night illumina- 
tion to spotlight the display. 


5. Directional signs reading: THE RIGHT DIRECTION “THE TEN 
COMMANDMENTS” GEM THEATRE can be planted at strategic spots 
around town. 


6. Display of clocks and watches in jewelry or department store 
windows with tie-in line: TIME FOR “THE TEN COMMANDMENTS” GEM 
THEATRE. Same stores might go for newspaper ads, using the same 
co-operative line and preceding it with: “Time for a new Green 
Watch” and... etc. 


7. — Run-of-paper type teaser ads reading: IT'S HERE AT LAST!

8. Street bally: girl or man dressed in Egyptian costume and

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SYNOPSIS... 


In Egypt, the Hebrew people are living hard, bitter lives 
as slaves under the tyrannical rule of a cruel Pharaoh, 
Rameses I (Ian Keith). Hearing that a Hebrew Deliverer 
has been born to lead the slaves out of bondage, the 
Pharaoh decrees that all new-born sons of the Israelites 
are to be slain. 


One mother, Yochabel (Martha Scott), believes that it is 
her own infant son (Fraser Heston) who is destined to 
lead the Hebrew people from Egypt. To save the child, she 
hides it in a cradle of bulrushes and sets the tiny ark 
afloat on the waters of the River Nile. 


The swift current, as though guided by Divine Power, 
carries the ark to the feet of Princess Bithiah (Nina Foch), 
Pharaoh’s daughter. Bithiah is childless and determines to 
raise the infant as her own, swearing her servant Memnet 
(Judith Anderson) to secrecy. She names the boy Moses. 


Moses grows to fine young manhood—learned, tall and 
strong. He becomes a general in the army of the new 
Pharaoh, Sethi I (Sir Cedric Hardwicke), and conquers 
Ethiopia. Moses is much favored by Sethi. 


Sethi’s own son, the ambitious Prince Rameses (Yul 
Brynner), sees Moses as his rival for the throne of Egypt, 
when Sethi dies, and for the hand of beautiful Princess 
Nefretiri (Anne Baxter). 


Sethi sets a test to determine the stronger of the two rivals. 
He commands Moses to build a great treasure city with 
the Hebrew slaves. Rameses is sent to find the Hebrew 
Deliverer whom the slaves still talk about. 


Under the Egyptian lash, the slaves labor mightily to con- 
struct the magnificent city of Per-Rameses. They know 
their first kind treatment under Moses, who orders rest for 
them and rations of grain from the Pharaoh’s own bulg- 
ing storehouses. Rameses thinks that Moses is plotting to 
use the slaves against the Throne. 


Sethi comes to see for himself if Moses’ kindness to the 
slaves is the forerunner of treason. He finds Moses and 
Master Builder Baka (Vincent Price) finishing the city 
erected to his glory. Moses explains his generosity to the 
Hebrews: “A city is built of bricks—the starving make 
make few, the dead make none.” Sethi is awed by the 
sweeping splendor of the treasure city and announces that 
Moses, its creator, shall succeed him as Pharaoh. 


The seductive Nefretiri, happily preparing to marry 
Moses, is told the secret of his lowly birth by Memnet. 
For proof, Memnet produces the Hebrew shawl in which 
the infant Moses had been wrapped. To keep the secret 
safe, Nefretiri murders Memnet. Moses, querying Nefre- 
tiri, about Memnet’s death, wrings from her the truth that 
he is the son of Yochabel. Despite her pleas, he leaves to 
seek his Hebrew mother. 


Moses joins his fellow Israelites in slavery in the mudpits 
of Goshen. When Joshua (John Derek) is about to be killed 
by Baka following a fight over Joshua’s beloved, Lilia 
(Debra Paget), Moses saves his life by slaying the Egyp- 
tian. Joshua hails Moses as the Deliverer. Dathan (Ed- 
ward G. Robinson), traitorous Hebrew overseer, hears 
this and betrays Moses to Rameses. 


Exposed to a shocked Sethi and heartbroken Nefretiri, 
Moses is handed over to Rameses for punishment—exile 
to the desert. Moses stumbles through the blinding Wilder- 
ness of Shur and the Wilderness of Sin. He finds shelter 
at last with Jethro, Eduard Franz), Sheik of Midian, and 
his seven daughters. 


In time, Moses marries Sephora (Yvonne De Carlo), one 
of Jethro’s daughters. They live in peace until Joshua ap- 
pears to urge Moses to return to Egypt and free his peo- 
ple. Sethi has died and Rameses is now Pharaoh, with 
Nefretiri as his queen. Moses is convinced of his Divine 
Mission when he seees the Burning Bush and hears God 
command him to save the Israelites. 


Moses returns to Egypt and commands Rameses, in the 
name of the Lord, to let his people go. Rameses answers: 
“T know not the Lord, neither will I let Israel go.” Where- 
upon the Plagues are visited on Egypt—the waters of the 
land are turned to blood; hail and darkness fall. Each 
time Rameses is about to surrender, Nefretiri hardens his 
heart. Finally, in an effort to save his son from the most 
fearful Plague of all—the death of every first-born Egyp- 
tian throughout the stricken land—the sorely tried 
Rameses admits defeat. 


Rameses tells Moses to take his people, his cattle, his God, 
what spoils from Egypt he wants, and go. Moses answers: 
“Tt is not by your word or by my hand that we are free, 


Pharaoh. The power of God has freed us.” 


Under the direction of Joshua in the massive Avenue of 
Sphinxes at Per-Rameses, thousands of slaves gather for 
the Exodus with their carts, their few precious belongings, 
their herds and flocks. In a vast, dusty ferment of con- 


fusion and excitement, the prayers of thousands blend into 
one ringing song of freedom: “The Lord is our God; the 
Lord is One.” Heroes, martyrs, rogues, the fearful and the 
strong—in short, mankind—all move forward under 
Moses’ leadership, move out of the Land of Egypt. 


Before his falcon-headed idol, Rameses prays for his son’s 
life for two days and two nights. But the child dies and 
Nefretiri cries for vengeance. Now Rameses sends his 
army to pursue the Israelites, The people of Moses, with 
their backs to the Red Sea, watch fearfully as the legions 
of chariots sweep into view.
